The inquiry now presente itself, bow @ 
know that anyof tbe Bible writers wore inspired 
by God? How-do we koow that when they 
ssid, “Thus saith the Lord,” it was all imagina- 
tion Or worse, how do we know that it was 
not often done Intentionally, to deceive? For- 
ther, how do we know that there is sucha being 
as tho Bible God? How do we know that there 
is la the universe one great infinite spirit who 
creates, fills, appoiots aud governs all things ? 
Who has ever secon him? Who has heard him 
speak? Who of any age, ofany uation, or of 
apy eect, ever bas demonſtraled or over can 
demonstrate the existonce of such a being? If 
there is such a being, then there is no room for 
foie spirits; for as no two things can occupy 
the same space, so two spirita cannot occupy 
the same place at the same time; and if there is 
one infinite spirit who filleall space, then there 
is no place in the universo for another spirit, 
great or small, : 

Yet most believe, and some claim to kuow, 
that there are countless millions of faite spirits 
in existence. If this be so, then In the very na- 
ture of things there can be no infalte spirit, for 
that cannot be infinite which does not occupy 
or fill, the whole of infinity. 

Therefore common-settse teaches that we 
must give up the idea ofan Infinite spirit ar of 
the existence of finite spirits, If we give up 
the latter, then we givo op all hope, yea, oven 
all possibility of immortality, together with our 
own consciousness thereof, and put ourselves on 
a level with the birds and beasts around us. 

The prevailing idea is that God, or infinite 
spirit, is the father of all finite spirits; bat if 
there is a father, must there not also he a mother 
ofepuits? And does not this again destroy the 
Idea of one infloite spirit, making two instead of 
one! Besides, this infinite father and mother 
must bavo room for their progeny; and the 
progooy are generally equal to the parents ; If 
therefore, tbe parent spirita be infinite, does li 
not follow that the progeny must also be info- 
ite This wouk multiply infiaites indefiaitel y ; 
the idea of which isaimply absurd. Yet, sbeurd 
‘and ludicrousas such an ides may do, it is the 
only Segilimate sequence which can be deduced 
from the premises. There is not, there cannot 
be an Infinite father of spirita. There can be no 
such thing as the propagation or multiplication 
of spirits. 2: l 

There ls no auch thing as a nowly born, now- 
ly developed, or newly individustized spirit.

I answer, 
there ing all matter, aspirit-aurs or 
atmoephere, emanating alike from all spirits, 
and which, together with them, ia se}f-existent, 
which lu to them a medium of transmission of 
knowledge, love and harmony. This aura or at- 
mosphere la also tha medium by or through 
whicb they operate in, not on, matter, aod pro- 
duce all the phenomena ofasture. All operating

DISCUSSION ON GPIBITUALION, BE- 
TWEEN PROP. J. H. POWELL AND 
DBR. SHITH. 
On Sanday, March 21st, Professor J. H. Pow- 
ell went to Crosby's Music Hall, to meet Dr. 
Brown Williams, who fad consented to take the: 
affirmative on the question, Resolved that so- 
calied Spiritual Manifestations are not referable 
to departed Spirits.” 

In the absence of Dr. Williams, on account of 
sickness, Dr. Smith of Normal, TIL, came on the 
platform et urgent solicitation of gentlemen 
ꝓresent and offered objections to the positions of 
Spirltulisu, from what he termed a scientific 
stand-point. , 

Frofessor Powell io his opening remarks drew 
a genera! outline of Spiritualism in its ancient 
and modern phases, and asserted that there lay 
deep down in the human soul yoarnings fora 
better and continued life, and referred to the de- 
monstratious of modern. Spiritualism as proof 
that thoes yearnings were nota mere delusion. 

Dr. Smith replied to Prof. Powell by asying 
that he bad given no evidence whatever of the 
existence of a future tife—that be badonly ssid 
that men desired a future life, ergo they would 
necessarily get it. This was not ressonable.— 
People desired money and food and did not al- 
“ways get their desires gratifcd. 2 

Dr. Smith detalled some curious facts in ton - 
nection with dreams which he bad realized. 
Stating, that once be was purrled bow to per- 
forin a piece of work with an clectrical apparat- 
us when a certain Dr. Powell came to bim iva 
dream gave him the required information, which 
enabled him lo get over his dificulty with the 
apparatus when in he waking siate 

The Doctor detailed another dream which he 
had, where u bog made ita sppearance and gave 
bim imférmation which resulted in certain Im- 
provemente when in the waking slate again. 

Was he to understand that a hog bad actually

Professor Powell said in explanation, that be

Greek, &c., but these statements were no proof 
that spirits bad anything to do with tho mat- 
ter. 

The age was getting more libers); old ideas of 
God and the Devi! were dying out. There was 
force at work of which we were not yet prepar- 
ed to talk knowingly. Itwase mistake to at- 
tribute anything that could not be accounted 
for, to spirita. 

Prof. Powell replied, what does the genUemen 
mean by facts and evidence? Ho dad been 
dealing n facts all along, and had deen piling 
up the evidence throughout. What more could he 
do? If the gentleman would take only one of 
hts facts and deal with it fairly, be would have 
epoogh to keep bim employed until be 
was driven into Splritaslism. — (Prat. 
Powell) could dot bring tbo spirita in propria 
personae, right there upon the platform, or he 
would dos, If dis opponent meant him to do 
so before be would de satlafed, all he could say 
was, that be himself must zubenlt to a like task 
and bring bis“ bog opon the stage that he 
might bebold it with the physical eye. 

Dr. Smith next spoke of “Imsgination,” 
and “witchcraft,” contending that the age was 
advancing and we were becoming more acientific, 
and, consequently, less superstitious, contend- 
ing stili that Mr. Powell bad not given u parti- 
cle of evidence in favor of the spizit-theory. 

Professor Powell contended that the reference 
to “imagination,” was a common one, and 
withal an easy atalking borse used mostly by 
men who would pas for scientists, But imagin- 
ation wassomething more, it had a besutiigl 
use in the human economy, and wes a kaleodo- 
scope for epirit usc. Nothing could exut witb- 
out a purpose, and sothing was lost in nature. 
He could not suppose that the Almighty had 
given his creatures imagination to deceive 
them. - : 

Further, the argument about witches told 
equally against his opponent. 

Change the word witches to mediams, and we 
could comprehend the matter. If witchcraft was 
not a fact, the dignitaries of State and Church, 
who were Instrumenta! in putting thousands of 
women to death, were all fools, to say nothing 
worte about them. 

If there was one question which roused his 
sympathies, it was tbla one of mediums,call them 
witebesor not. Persecution was not at an end, 
it did not die with the English and Salem witch- 
craft, 

Dr. Smith detailled certain experiences of his 
own, in relation to experiments be had made 
with electrical apparatus, but not having time 
was his excuse for not accounting for so-called 
spiritual manifestations on principles different iq 
Spiritualists, i 

This about concluded two sessions, At the 
third and conoluding session, Professor Powell 
briefly run over Dr. Smith's position, and after 

ting to tho statemeot fa the Bible that 
the holy spirit descended in the form of adore, 
saying thet whilst in the case of his friend, Dr. 
Smishthe holy epirit descended in the symbol of 
a hog, it was only an eridence that God was 
in all He. - : . , 

Prof Powell next introduced a paragraph 
frora Professor Hare's testimony, published in 
Hare's cluborate work, relating the fact, that 
a spirit went from Cepe May Island lo Philadel- 
phlaand ascertained through Mea. Gourlay, a 
medium, when a bank bill would become due. 

Io contendedghat there was not putting such 
testimony on one side, that settled tho question 
in favor of Spiritualism. He next alluded to 
the fact as given in W. M. Witktnson’s “ Spirit 
drawings,” that Mr. Buckle , the author of the 
“Ifistory of civilization,” when he took his las 
Journey which ended at Damascus, he was there 
thrown inte the spiritual state, and for the first 
time received evidence which cause] him two 
sleepless nights, because they were nnti to the 
philosophy of his whole liſe. Mr. Buckle and 
three others resolved on their return io England 
to investigate this whole spiritual question, but 
be was cut off by tho hgud of death. 

La Roy Sunderland in his new book, “Tho 
Trance,” said preſatorlly, tbat since 1846, he 
had himself witnessed the “mysterioug rap,” aod 
he does not attempt to account for the phenom. 
enon on principles of pethetism. Here was an 
expression of honesty, but any theory that did 
not cover the whole ground of spiritual phe- 
nomena, the raps and the trance, and every 
other phase of manifestation, fellte the ground. 

After alluding to Faraday and Brewster, and. 
stating that the spirits spoke for themselves, by. 
saying in all cases that they were neither more 
nor less, than thre apirits of persona once em- 
bodied on tire earth. 

Mr. Powell deecanted vigorously and enthusi- 
aatically oa the philosophy of Spir ituallem. 

Dr. Smith did not evince any disposition to 
reply, but on being called upon, made a speech 
devoting his time principally in developing bis 
ideas of a theory of life, using the ides that the 
world ot matter, was controlled by the world of 
talnd. 

Professor Powell briefly replied by stating 
that Dr. Smith would ba ve saved the debate, if 
he bad ta ken bis present pesition tn the morm- 
ing, that li was no matter whether the word, 
mind or spirit was used, so that the thing itself 
was understood, f e 

The audiences werd good, intelligent and in- 
terested. ; 

It is but jastice to my that Dr. Smith bad not 
time to pat forth his theory as he evidently was 
capable of dolng. 5

A. We shel) æy to this, if it were true, as 
many supposés, that all communlcatlons given 
in this way were recieved in a similar manner 
to thia— that is the names of the epirite—then 
we might take this letter and give tbe desired 
communication. But it is not, and the spirit, 
when called upon, does not present itself; there- 
fore, we shall not be able to give the desired in- 
formation in regard to it. 

The messages in this paper as well as ln the 
Baxxaa or Liant, are the subject of a great 
deal of thought; and It i well. For It there is 
never one communication given that is identi- 
fied, it shows the condition of spirits after leav- 
ing the material plane of life. It shows that 
they are pot all perfect simply because they 
bayc left the material frm. They do not at 
once, go into possession of knowledge, power 
and wisdom; but the spiritual plane lsa plano 
of development and unfoligept, corresponding 
to the material; but in every way superior to 
it 

we can aay to the bereaved mother that euf- 
fera eo much in consequence of the loss of ber 
son, that her son is not lost; that be le got far 
away. Lost to ber sense of sight and bearing ; 
and yet every act of bers may be known to bim., 
The mere tact that she grieves so much and. 
thinks so much ofhim, should be evidence to 
her of bis presence; and as she would value his 
happiness werc he yet upon the material plane 
of life, sho pust not let him see ber grieve. Shoe 
mast consider where he is to-day. Although 
far away from you at the time that bis spirit 
le materia! things, yet his first work wW 2 2! 0 
visit her in der bome. * 

W. cannot say that the cause was any more 
noble than as though he had passed [rom fhis 
life in any other way, or from any ofber cause.

QUESTION BY L, HANES 


Q Why is lt that the spirit friends of those 
who request them to do so, do not communicate 
do thelr friends who are ready and arxious to 
con firm it, as well as those who are not known 
and are ecarce recogolud : 

A Why do act control, wo suppose is 
from the simple fact that it is not in thelr powe? 
to doso., That chere are spirits who contro}, 

_ that have no friends to identify them, we do not 
really believe to be the cass, Individuals may 
r the commanication of a spirit purport- 
ng to gives commanication, and yet not be 
willing that tha world should know the source. 
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Others, that are willing, omit to send any note to 
the publishere. There arc a great many things 
of that kind that prévent communications from 
being publicly identifed. Then again, spirite 
control, not for tho purpose of beling identibed- 
but because they have a desire to manifest them- 
aclecs,and give their thougbte—their ideas of 
things upon the spiritua) plane. There ls no 
one communication lost, because they all help 
to make up and show the measure of thought 
and expression and lifo of spirits on the spiritual 
piane. 
7 QUESTIONS DT MR. POWELL. E 

E. Would it pot be of more importance to 
have such communications and confirmations, 
than from a class of spirits not recognized: 

A. No, not to the skeptical world. And 
why? Because it is the casiest thing in the 
world for them to think that those who already 
believe in the fact of communication with spir- 
jte—that they might send all of these facts to the 
medium, and that that was the way they came 
in possession of such fects, and then stand ready 
to tend corroborative testimony of the same. 

Then, again, those that are alroady con rinced 
of the fact, have plenty of other means to com- 
munkate with those friends, ‘aside ftom these 
messages that are published. It is hard to satis- 
fy every ope, and yet all must be satisied with 
wo great, positive minds controlling all. 

Q. What are the best means to organize 
Spiritualists to avoid disecnsion? ` 

A. We agree with our good brother that says 
“whatever is, is right.” So whatever form of 
organization Spiritualists as a body may adopt, 
it will be right for the time being. Yet we know 
of no form which they may adopt, that will be 
lasting. That which would be best for them to- 
day, would not be best for them to-morrow. 
We koow of no organization, no creed, they 
could adopt, no specified forms for them to ad- 
here to, that would in any wny sdvance the 
great fundamental principles underlying Spirit- 
uslism and spirit communication. l 

It would be a very Hice thing, perbape, for 
individuals t have sotho form of organization 
for the purpose of receiving sufficient compen- 
sation for their labors. It might be good for 


‘them. But for the great principle underlying 


this, we sec no great need for it. 

Q. Will you explain the nature of epberes and 
atmospheres ? 

We will explain it ty referring to the diferent 
grades of socicty upon this material plane of life, 
and let you judge for yourself of the atmosphere 
pervading such. We have never yet been able 
fo see the separate, distinct spheres upon the 
spiritual plane of life, as many have. Perbaps 
it is because we never leſ the second sphere of 
existence. ; 

Q. I am alluding to the different spirit 
spheres in which every individual exists. 1 
want to draw your attention to that. The ans- 
wering of this question would resiolve, it seems 
to me, ab explanation of hdw it is that people 
feel eo drawn to each other,or repelied. I think 
it is owing to the magnetic sphere surrounding 
us. 

And the atmosphere, as I understand it--when 
spirits are in the same atmosphere, tbey can ece 
each other. I don't know whether I am rigdt, 
but that is my view of the mauer. ber haps you 
can explain it, ; 

A. I don't know as we could explain it in 
aby other way than that spirits or individuals 
that are upon the same plane of thought, are 
drawn towards each other, and so with {celings. 
And again, it may not be so much the different 
spheres surrounding the tndividual,as tbe poai- 
tive and negative forces surrounding each the 
negative overcome by the positive. 

Q. I understand my position, I should say 
thatthe sphere of an individual would be posi- 
Ifa mind is positive, it imparts that 
positive character to its own sphere; and Iſ li is 
negative, tice versa. 

A. Each une may be positive to themselves, 
and yet negative to another, ss the case may be. 
Why it is that Indivktuals feel this attraction 
and repulsion we cannot say. There is some- 
thing within them, when this ſeellng of ropul- 
sion exista, which shows that they are not har- 
onions in their organizations, But just why, 
We can not tell, any more than we could tell 
why it was that individuals should bave the 
different experiences that they do. 

Q. Are spirits af one apbero conscious of tho 
presence of spirits of another sphere? 

A. Wo infer, from the Ideas advanced by. our 
brother, that each individual bas a sphere cor- 
responding with his own development and 
unfoldment. But that these are separate and 
distinct from the others, we do not see. The 
aplritual plane ot life is hot distinct and separate 
from the material plane of life. You live upon 


the material, and I. upon the spiritual; yet we 
tre both here, upon what Js to you the material 


plane ot life. ) 

Q. Dowe not live in a apiritual condition 
while we are bere, a part of our time? 
A. Spiritually, so far as that is concerned, 
bat not spiritually upon the sptritual’plane of 
life while the material organism contains the 
spirit We can never go backward In our un- 
foldment. ` No matter what our experience may 
be, it is ever oaward, but nover backward. 80 
when we leave the material organism, then we 
can seo de spiritua: plane of life, and be con · 
scious of its existence ; also the materia! plano 
of lifo which we have just left. i 

That is, we may be conscious of material 
thlogs, although we do not contend with thom 
aswo did while yet rotaining the material or- 


ganian. p : 

Q Sol understand by that, that you mean 
simply that when a spirit leaves the body and 
goes into the epirit world, it can never retro- 
grade, or come back; or do I understand that 
human beings cabnot retrograde? Persons 
may be very good to-day, and very vicious and 
bad to-morrow. : 

A. That which is seemingly bad; we know 
of nothing that is roally bad. Nọ matter what 
yoar experience may be; no matter how terri- 
ble the deeds may be which you commit ; no 
matter bow terrible foy other Individual to look 


upon: yet those very acts of yours are necesaa · 
ry for your interior unfoliment. aa 

Q Ido beieveall things may be neceasary 
but not right 

A. Well, we will aay all thiogsaro necessari- 
ly right. We won't my right, but neccesary, 
and, being necessary. tbey must be ng What- 
erer tbe great First Cause ordained and brought 
about, is necessarily right; and in our acions 

we bavo to step upon that very platform.

Oer discussion with Eider Grant, at Dans- 
ville, New York. 


To-day, we tend you what was publishepof the 
dubate In Dansvitle, New York, between E. V. Wil. 
suu sud Elder Alles Umut, Ii coureys but a falot 
idea of the debate. 

A few quotations Irom our notes may betp tocon- 
vey to the reader some Idea of the streng points 
made, and not answered by Elder Grant. . 

Fint All testimony put la by either party and 
not rebutted or ruled out, le conceded, bence, 
the ſollowlag testimony pat la by the affirmative 
and not rebutted or ruled out, gives us the case. 

Z First. That light, alr, water, cartb, the vegeta. 
ble and animal kingdoms, appeared s pedusly, 
heoce, nel made, and became breathers of sir and 
kad no Immortal soul, 

Second. Men was made, manufactured, and that 
a soul was loencd to him, and mast be relurned to 
bln who loaned it. The borrower must pay his 
debts. The animal borrowed from the air and tbe 
earth. Man borrowed from tho earth, alr aad God 
or Spicit; hence, took precedence over that which 
apprarcd, bence immortal. . 

Third. Elder Grant conceded that the phenom- 
ena of Splritoalism in all of ite phases and teach- 
ings aro true. and do take place. and I admit it,” 
but derlares it to be the work of Demons, hence, 
not saiteined by the Bible. This concession 
let us nothisg to do, but to prove thal the 
phenomena of to-day cxisted In the days of the 
propieta Jesus sod the apostles. This we did both 
by the Old and New Testaments, aud the Elder did 
not rebut It. 

Fourth. We proved lhat the law against such 
as bad famlllar spirits, was simply an cxortation of 
Moscs, and wot a law of God or command from 
dim, quoting from Dent., Sist chapler, Mh to lith 
verso 


waris appeared to those who knew them when ln 
Ife. 

Sixth. We proved that notan angel bad erer 
been ecen or spoken to, that was not soen ass men, 
aud spoke asa man. We then called upon tho El- 
der to produce a single caso where an Immortal ap- 
peared and telked es a mas, that had pot some- 
where in the past been a man, dr an inhabditent of 
this earth. 

Sevchth. Wo rebutted the position made by (he 
Elder from Rev. Ich chapter, 3d verse, by showlog 
that the third plaguo affected oaly men, and not 
fishes, they hariug no part in the plan of salira- 
ton 


Eighth. We compelicd Elder Grent to concede 
that be misrepresented Samucl in saylog Samuel 
lied ta Saul. ; 

Ninth. Tho Elder denied that Elijah ever wrote 
to King Jobhoram. after bls lrauslallon, and arturd, 
It la notin the Bible.“ We thea read blm from 
2d Chron., Zlst chapter, {2th verec, wrilten in & 7A, 
B. C. Ile again denied It, aud sail ,“' fe la nol In 
my Wile, and I demand that Wisoz prore that 
Elijah had ever down translated.” We then turard 
tu Yond. Kinze, tad chapter, 11h verse, B. C., and 
asked hlin to read It, and be doggedly eald, ] 
won't? We then read the two quotations, and 
subtracted d from , and pot it la as testimony, 
and Elder Grant never referred to it, from that timo 
out, bence he stande convicted of denying the Ni- 
ble. 

Tenth. Eider Grant con vleted Jesus of telling a 
Ne—Impceched him. We quoted Matt., Iich chapter 
24th verse:"Thie is Ellas which was to come. Tho 
testinony of Jesus concerning John the Baptist.

If this does not 
JImpeach'Jesus, then wo do not understand the use 
of the King's Engilah. 

Eleventh. Elder Grant introdaced, Greek, He- 
drew and Latin, the Beptusgent, the Sanscrit, Mes- 
meriem, Dr. Clark, Dr. Hatch Tartary, Hades and 
Mc Donald as well as P. B. Randolph's recantation; 
on which we raised a point of order, viz.: The El- 
der must confine himself to tho resolution,tha® all 
of these authorities were lordign to the resolution, 
hence, not admissable. Point of order sustalped. El- 
der Grent then sald, If I ag compelled to confine
